To  the  Chair  man  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  che  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
0.  f icer  of  Health  for  1962. 

There  is  little  to  comment  on  in  the  statistics  of  the  Report. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  has  fallen.  The  Infant  mortality  Rate 

is  low. 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 
The  Standardised  Death  Rate  has  remained  almost  stationaiy  , 

The  number  of  Smallpox  vaccinations  has  shown  a very  marked 
increase.  most  of-  these  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the 
family  doctors,  but  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  who  were  at  special  risk  had  an  outbreak  os  Smallpox 
occurred,  we re  vaccinated  by  me.  However,  no  actual  or  suspected 
cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  the  subject  of  fluoridation  of  public  water 
supplies  has  come  to  the  fore. 

It  is  very  unfortunate  that  in  this  most  important  aspect  of 
preventive  me.dicine  the  .well  me  ant  emotional  feelings  aroused  should 
cloud  the  kiown  scientific  aspects  of  the  question. 

In  this  Rural  District  those  parts  supplied  by  Thedwastre  have 
a naturally  occurring  fluoride  content  of  1 part  per  million,  which 
is  the  level  recognised  as  being  the  optimum  one  for  prevention  of 
dental  decay.  The  Baylham  bore  has  a little  lower  fluoride  content 
of  0.9  parts  per  million  and  the  water  supplied  by  Cosfrod  contains 
0,8  parts  per  million  of  fluoride.  Some  waters  have  a much  higher 
natural  fluoride  content  - for  instance  ‘West  Mersea  has  5*8  parts  per 
million,  and  Burnham-on-Crouch  has  3*5  parts  per  million.  In  these 
and  many  other  districts  which  have  high  fluoride  no  ill  effects 
have  been  demonstrated  on  the  general  population. 

fluoridation  is  not  the  only  answer  to  dental  decay.  Limitation 
of  carbohydrates  in  the  diet,  and  the  provision  of  apples  and  hard  raw 
vegetables  to  chew,  hygiene  of  the  mouth  and  regular  visits  to  the 
dentist  are  all  important. 


.It  io  unfortunate  that  the  people  who  would  he  most 
affected  hy  fluoridation,.,  name  It  the  Children,  are  not  the  ones 
who  are  in  control;  they  cannot  vote  for  or  against  it. 

If  fluoridation  prevented  a disease  that  affected  us 
personally,  such  as  Rheumatism  or  even  Cancer,  would  there  have 
oeen  al  this  opjjosition  to  it? 

The  question  is,  surely,  not  "have  we  the  right  to  add  a 
substance  to  the  water?'1,  hut  "have  we  the  right  to  allow  .the 
pain  and  suffering  of  children  to  continue  when  we  have  the  means 
to  prevent  its  occurrence?". 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of ' the  Public  Health  and.  Water  Committee 
for  their  continuing  interest  and  support  during  the  year  under 
consideration. 

I should  also  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  all  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  Department  suffered  a grevious  loss  by  the  death  in 
June  ox  Mr.  G.  Adams,  our  Meat  Inspector*.  In  the  comparatively 
short  time  that  he  was  with  us  he  won  the  regard  and  ‘esteem  of 
all  who  came  in  contact  with  him  .and  he  has  been  greatly  missed.

1.  Borewell-,  ■ Hydrant  near  Red  Barn  Farm,  Barham.  - Organic  quality 
good.  No  sign  of  serious  pollution,  but  v^ater  has  rather  heavy 
iron  content  giving  rise  to  'brown  deposit  on  standing,  and  imparts 
to  the  water  a characteristic  taste.  Presence  of  iron  has  no 
eifect  on  health  and  water  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

2.  Pumping  Station,  Kirby  Rise,  Barham.  - No  sign  of  pollution  and 
water  of  good  organic  quality.  Iron  absent  and  almost  no  hardness. 
Suitable  for  drinking  and  general  purposes. 

3.  Pumping  Station,  Stowupland»  - Organic  quality  very  good;  no  sign 
of  pollution..  Heavy  trace  of  iron  which,  unless  treated,  may  have 
effect  on  new  metals.  Subject  to  treatment,  water  suitable  for 
drinking  and  general  purposes. 

4.  Pumping  Station,  V/ ins  ton.  - Water  of  very  good  organic  quality 
and  free  from  pollution.  Iron  content  gives  rise  to  rusty 
deposit  on  standing  unless  given  further  treatment.  Subject 
to  this,  water  suitable  as  public  supply.
